E ve ning T e l e gr a p h 
leains that muck alarm is ex perienced 
there on account of the fearful ice gorge 
which has darned up the river at the 
lower end of that city and now ex tends 
to the C. B. & Q. railroad bridge, which 
is well towards the upper end of the bus­ 
iness portion of the city. The rise in the 
river last night was between five and six 
feet, and now the water is so swollen that 
all effect from the dam at that place is 
entirely obliterated. 
In fact, the ice 
gorge, strange as it may appear, ex tends 
over the dam and far up, what was form­ 
erly k nown ss the rapids. It appears 
that the gorge formed several days since 
by the heavy ice did not give way, and 
when the slush ice came down, which 
was formed by the recent cold weather, 
and hat been running several days, it ap­ 
peared to solidify the gorge and added 
size and strength to the dam until it has 
become one of the most formidable ob­ 
structions of the sort ever k nown on 
Rock river. Below the water-power dam 
at Sterling there is a large island, and 
this assisted iu tho forming of the gorge, 
or more properly in ex tending and hold­ 
ing the one formed below Sterling some 
days ago.

However, she answers questions briskly 
enough through the y oungest of her 
surviving grandchildren, herself a wo­ 
man of 60. 
Magdalene Ponza s age is 
authenticated by the outdoor-relief cer­ 
tificate of the Viennese municipality , 
which, with magnificent generosity , al­ 
lows her 4 florins and 40 kreutzers 
about 6s. 6d.—a month, 
The vener­ 
able dame lost the last of her teeth 
thirty y ears ago, but she has an ex­ 
cellent appetite, eats meats minced,

(I use the names b y which they were 
originally and long known as writers) 
delineated, for the most part, the patri­ 
cian life of England, and this they did 
with masterly pens, although they were 
most versatile writers, especially Bul­ 
wer was such, as the long list of his 
novels indicates. Dickens and Thack 
eray for a time, with their gush and 
satire of rank and caste, threw them 
into the shade, b ut they, or their 
novels, have re-emerged and are almost 
as much read as ever they were. 
Time 
does not dispel the charm of “Con- 
tarini Fleming” and “Coningsb y," and 
is not likely to. 
So with a numb er of Bulwer's novels. 
Such as “Paul Clifford,” “Rienzi,” “The 
Last of the Barons,” etc., they must b e 
read as long as Scott’s are. What 
splendid picture of the stirring age of 
the “Last of the Roman Trib unes” is 
Bulwer’s novel of that name. Years 
ago some of our hypercritics were fond 
of declaiming from the lecture rostrum 
against Bulwer and Disraeli and in 
praise of Thackeray and Dickens. 
But 
the two former were as great in their 
way as were the two latter. 
As for Fielding's “Tom Jones,” to re­ 
vert, ab ruptly, to the earlier English 
novelists, its pages are not readab le at 
the present time. Fielding was a great 
delineator of character and profoundly 
versed in the English human nature of 
his time, which was apt to b e coarse, 
b rutal and sensual. In fact, his “Squire 
Westerns” and “Tom Joneses” are too 
gross to b e tolerated at this era. 
rI he 
reader of “Tom Jones” now would need 
to b athe himself thrice in running wa­ 
ter b y way of purification. 
Fielding’s “Parson Adams" is worthy 
to take its place alongside of “Don 
Quix ote.” Richardson’s once famous 
novels of “Pamela” and “Clarissa Har- 
lowe” would now b e found too tedious 
in the perusal for the most determined 
novel reader. 
Smollett’s “Roderick 
Random” gives us vivid delineations of 
the rough old naval officers of the 
Commodore Trunnion sort, who made 
British men-of-war in the first half of 
the* eighteenth century literally float­ 
ing infernos b y their b rutalities. 
“Don Quix ote,” “Gil Bias,” “Gulli­ 
ver’s Travels,” “The Tale of the Tub , 
“Rob inson Crusoe,” “Tristram Shan­ 
dy,” “The Vicar of Wakefield,” “Ras­ 
selas,” “Wilhelm Meister,” and “The 
Sorrows of Werther,” “Vathek,” Schil­ 
ler’s “Ghost Seer,” “TheNouvelle Hel- 
oise,” “Consuelo," “JaneEyre,” Hope's 
“Anastasius,” and “Uncle Tom's Cab in” 
are the unique b ooks in the field of fic­ 
tion, veritab le world-b ooks.—Bo sto n 
Tra veller.

It will be o bserved that there is no limita­ 
tio n o r definitio n o f the incapacitating in­ 
jury o r ailment itself 
It need o nly he such 
a degree o f disability fro m any cause as 
renders the claimant unable to earn a sup- 
i o rt by labo r.

What is a suppo rt! Who Is to determine 
whether a man earns it o r has it no t! Is 
the go vernment to enter the ho mes o f claim­

Shall the go vernment say 
to o ne man that his manner o f subsistence 
by his earnings is a suppo rt, and to ano ther 
that the things his earnings furnish are no t a 
suppo rt!

I think it may be said that at the clo se o f 
the war o f the rebellio n every no rthern

W ashingto n Citv, Feb. 12.—Two bills lo o k­ 
ing lo an increase o f the navy were intro duced 
in the senate Friday, o ne by Camero n and o ne 
by Hale. The fo rmer appro priates #15,000, 
000 fo r the co nstructio n o f ten vessels and 
the latter also appro priates #15,000,000 fo r 
the same number, #4,800,000 fo r their arma­ 
ment, and #2,IX)0,000 fo r bo nuses 
t or a speed" 
abo ve the twenty kno ts per ho ur which it is 
pro vided the vessels must make. The educa­ 
tio n and labo r co mmittee was directed to co n­ 
tinue the inquiry into the relatio ns between 
labo r and capital Stanfo rd intro duced a 
bill to pro vide heavy guns fo r co ast defense. 
The bill appro priating #100,000 fo r impro ve­ 
ment o f the Omaha co urt ho use was passed, 
and co nslderati o n o f the Eads ship railway 
bill was resumed. 
Ho ar co mpleted his re­ 
marks o n tho bill and it was laid aside. Two 
o r three bills granting railways right-o f-way 
thro ugh Indian reservatio ns were passed. 
The po sto ftlce app ro priatio n bill was then 
co nsidered, and Plumb ex plained that with 
the ex ceptio n o f o ne item the bill was the 
same as it came fro m the ho use. The bill 
was then laid o ver. Several bills o f little im­ 
po rtance were passed, and the senate ad­ 
jo urned. 
The ho use went to wo rk o n the private 
calendar immediately upo n co ming to o rder, 
and co nsidered a number o f bills o f no 
special public impo rtance. While engaged o n 
this business a 
messag e was received fro m 
the president, returning to the ho use with­ 
o ut bis appro val the dependent pensio ns bill; 
tbe message was read and referred to jthe co m­ 
mittee o n invalid pensio ns. Tbe president's 
o bjectio ns very briefly to ld are that tbe bill 
do es no t define to e degree o f dependence 
necessary to entitle a so ldier to a pensio n 
under the bill; that it is a premium o n dis­ 
ho nesty in applicants, and that its co st is a 
matter abo ut which there is no reliable esti­ 
mate. After a recess the ho use resumed its 
sessio n at 7:31» p. m., and passed thirty-five 
pensio n bills, adjo urning at 11 p. in. 


A Bo nus for Fast Cruisers.

Lo ndo n,

po licy. He says: “I attribute the break in 
the Liberal party to the unwisdo m o f its 
leader, and to the mo st deplo rable abando n­ 
ment by the bulk o f the party o f its po sitio n 
and po licy at that leader's invitatio n o r co m­ 
mand. They talked and vo ted o n measures 
few understo o d, accepting them L o to s po p­ 
ular minister. 
I dare no t surrender the in­ 
terests o f the Irish peo ple to a co nspiracy 
bent a- destro ying tbe lando wners o f the 


co untry as a first step to ward ssveriug Ire­ 
land fro m England—a co nspiracy to which 
so much o f Ireland’s present suffering and 
demo ralizatio n is due.

ASSEMBLY FORTY-NINE BEATEN. 


The Last Order No t Obey ed by the Men 
—A Co ncessio n fro m Co rbin* 
New Y ork, Feb. 12.—The attempt o f As­ 
sembly 49 to co ntinue the strike o n the piers 
and co al ro ads fell flat Friday when the 
brewers and engineers refused to o bey the 
o rder to go o ut. As stated in these dispatches 
yesterday there was great do ubt whether the 
o rder wo uld be o beyed, and this was made a 
certainty o n Friday. All the brewers had 
pledged themselves to their emplo yers no t to 
go o ut o n a strike in reco gnitio n o f certain 
co ncessio ns in wages made so me time ago , 
and they wo uld no t break faith. 
The statio nary engineers refused po int 
blank to o bey the o rder. At the headquart­ 
ers o f the assembly Friday mo rning the re­ 
po rts o f delegates who had been sent o ut to 
see what steps the engineers were taking in 
tbe matter o f o beying the o rder, repo rted 
that the men refused to quit wo rk. A num. 
ber o f 'lo ngsho remen sto o d aro und the head­ 
quarters and several o f them o penly declared 
that they wo uld go to wo rk unless mo re 
financial aid fro m their unio n was granted. 
A similar o pinio n was ex pressed by o ther 
men. 
On Friday night Assembly 49 anno unced 
that Mr. Austin Co rbin, having pro mised to 
furnish wo rk at Elizabethpo rt within a week 
at 22!^ cants per ho ur the strike is declared 
o ff. The balance o f the strikers are o rdered 
to return to wo rk Mo nday. 
This o rder, it seems, will be so mewhat dif- 
fl cult to o bey also , as the situatio n at the 
piers and railway freight statio ns is no t fa­ 
vo rable to the taking back o f the men—that 
is, no t all o f them. In so me instances the 
men Friday applied to be taken back and 
their applicatio n was refused, the emplo yers 
saying that they had eno ugh men and they 
wo uld keep faith with tho se who m they had 
emplo yed to fill the places o f the strikers. 
They say the wo rk is pro ceeding as evenly 
and rapidly no w as befo re tbe strike, and 
freight is haing handled, bo th o n the piers 
and at the railway statio ns, witho ut delay.

ha lf a n hour la ter ra in fell copiously. In a few 
minutes 1 hi people of the villa ge were sta rtled 
by a terrible roa ring noise in a n ea sterly di­ 
rection, a nd a lmost insta ntly a torna do 
swept through the va lley. 
In Wellsville ma uy buildings were un­ 
roofed, a nd severa l sma ll structures were 
leveled to the ground, a nd the debris sca t­ 
tered in every direction. 
The Na tiona l Tra nsit pump house, a solid, 
well-built brick structure, togethered with 
the ma chinery for pumping oil, were com­ 
pletely demolished, a nd two men—George 
Porch a nd Willia m Dillon—were buried in the 
wreck. Workmen a t the oU-ta nks nea r by 
hurried to the scene a fter the colla pse of the 
building a nd rescued the men a live, but it is 
fea red they a re fa ta lly injured. 
The torna do continued it course ea twa rd 
through the Chemung va lley, leveling ba rns 
a nd toba cco sheds, swooping off chimneys, 
a nd destroying fences. 
A very rema rka ble frea k of the wind oc­ 
curred in Chemung river, nea r Wellsbnrg. 
At this point the river is a bout MM) feet wide, 
a nd the wa ter, owing to hea vy ra ins a nd a 
tha w wa s over twenty feet deep. 
The wind 
struck the wa ter a n lifted it into the a ir, 
ba cking it up a nd completely exposing the 
bed of the river. 
The people were thor­ 
oughly frightened, a nd ma ny impromptu 
pra yer-meetings were held. The storm la sted 
only a few minutes.

Following after the 
depression in railway building which 
charocteriz€ *d the y ears 1884 and 1885 
in tho last only 3,831 miles having 
been added—tho figures showing that 
8 ,000 mid mmre miles have been built in 
the y ear now ending are the more as­ 
tonishing, and the total is far l)oy ond 
the general ex])ectation.

pares w'ith that of previous y ears, the 
following table showing the miles of 
rail a ay s built in tho United States for 
twenty y ears is printed:

Examining the figures of coDHtrnction 
by States it appears that Kansas leads 
the country with the surprising amount 
of 1,520 miles of track laid down in 
twelve months; in fact tho greater part 
of this has been actually laid within six 
months, very little track-lay ing haring 
been done in the early part of the y ear. 
Nebraska comes second, with 7 37 miles; 
Dakota next w'ith 07 8 miles; Minnesota 
with 587 miles, and Texas with 543 
miles, and these five States of the great 
West show in the aggregate 4,005 miles, 
or considerable more than one-half the 
total new mileage of the United States 
during tho y ear. 
Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, and Florida report from 321 to 
403 miles each, and the nine States 
named show a total of 5,528 miles, or 
almost 7 0 per cent, of the entire new 
mileage. 
Tho Southern States, with 
tho exception of Florida, have not 
shown very great activity compared 
with those of the West, although the 
four States of Georgia, MissisHippi, 
North Carolina, and South Carolina 
give a total of 57 0 miles of new road. 
The Pacific coast is showing new life in 
railway building, and California, Ore­ 
gon, and Washington Territory alone 
have iwhled 4(» 2 miles. 
In the eastern 
part of the country very little building 
has been done, the Now England States 
showing only thirty -ono miles and the 
great Middle States having added but 
ctimparatively little to tho mileage. 
The only States and Territories in the 
United States in which no new track 
was added during 1880 are New Hamp­ 
shire, Termont, lihode Island, Con­ 
necticut, Delaware*, Nevada, and Utah. 


Grant and Haii(*ock.

Y"ou will remember that when Grant 
di(‘d Hancock had charge of the fiin- 
(‘I'iii arrangements as the representative 
of the Government, and his last public 
apjiearauee was at the head of the great 
pag» *ant in New York City which fol­ 
lowed the old hero to his last resting 
place. 
After their first trouble Grant 
didn’t place much confidence in Han­ 
cock, for he was so constituted that he 
could not trust a man with whom ho 
hail had any trouble.”

To Ihem it waa a continual 
louroa of Mnuaament to aaa her mn 
away from them. One day a hoy omght 
one, and « hut it up in 
the table drawer. 
The teacher entered the room. 
All 
w'cre in order, but when she opened 
tlie, drawer the frog, glad to gain its 
liberty , leaped out upon 
the table, and 
the teacher made a great ado. One of 
the boy s, in a gentlemanly way , took up 
the frog, carried it to the door, and 
threw it out. No sign of enjoy ment 
could be discerned in their faces. They 
remained through school hours retain­ 
ing their solemn dignity . Afterward 
as they told it they laughed untU the 
tears came, laughed over and over 
again as they remembered the dismay 
of the teacher. 
Why did they not 
laugh at first ? They had not y et come 
into the way s of white men enough to 
realize that we would excuse rudeness 
in our pupils, even nnder these circum­ 
stances, and they consider it rude to 
laugh aloud, or to laugh at the expense 
of another in the other s presence. 
An old woman who owned a poor old 
pony which was almost dead from 
starvation and hard work, hr.d brought 
the pony In and tied him to tho fence. 
He was literally “skin and bones.” 
While 1 was in the house I heard the 
woman making a great outcry , and I 
ran to the door Just in time to see an 
immense flock of crows fly away . 
I 
said: “What is the matter?” She re­ 
plied that tlie crows had come to pick 
her poor old pony ’s hone w hile he still 
lived. 
She saw tlie funny side of it as 
well as I, and laughed very heartily . 
When one of the y oung lady mispion- 
aries asked an Indian woman for her 
“Wakan sica tanka,” instead of her 
“Waksica tanka,” no one kmghed till 
teacher was gone. 
When I inquired 
why the dish-pan was not given, the re­ 
ply 3vas she did not ask for tho dish- 
pan, she asked for “the great evil 
8{>irit” (tho devil), and I assure y ou no 
Indian woman hears that story without 
laughing heartily . 
Another teacher 
meaning to ask for a tub asked for a 
y oung man, and, though to her face 
they did not laugh, I have seen a whole 
sewing school convulsed with laughter 
over the mistake several times since. 
When one of the ministers from the 
ea.st attending one of our meetings 
went 
up 
to 
a 
group 
of 
Indians who could not speak or under­ 
stand a word of English and tried to 
enter into conversation of course there 
was no response. 
He said to me as I 
came up: “Why do they look so sol­ 
emn?” I simply interpreted what he 
said to the Indians, and all laughed and 
said: “We do not know' what he said; 
why should wo laugh ?” It does not 
seemed to occur to those asking the 
question why they do not laugh that 
they have but little to laugh at in the 
presence of white men. 
They cannot 
imder.stand us or our way , 
Indian 
children are in the house quiet and or­ 
derly ; they sit and listen to hear older 
people talk, and if any thing is said that 
is very amusing, so much so that they 
feel that they cannot control them­ 
selves, they put their hands to their 
mouths and run outside to laugh. Men 
will laugh gently and quietly , and now 
and then y ou may hear an old woman 
laugh long and loud; if so, some rela­ 
tive will say aside: “Hear how she 
laughs, like a white man; she is un- 
w'onianly .” They are very social peo- 
I)le, and around the cami)-fire one may 
hear many legends and fables, hear 
many old w'ar songs and nursey rhy mes.

Curious Land Tenures. 
The study of land tenures is erne 
which sorely taxes the thinking pow'ers, 
esi)eeially when the study is directed to 
the English sy stem of landed property 
as eluciadated in Blackstone and other 
old authorities. 
Yet even the perplex­ 
ing tangle about feoffments, free socage, 
livery of seisin and so on, is occasionally 
enlivened by some really interesting 
passages. 
Common lands in many 
parts of England have been held, and 
are held still, in some instances, by 
the fulfilment of curious pledges. The 
Sherifis of the County of Norfolk held 
at one time, and we presume they still 
hold, thirty acres of land, forming part 
of a certain manor in the county , on 
consideration of their presenting to the 
king, w henever he should be in En­ 
gland at the time of the first catch of 
herrings every season, fonr-and-twenty 
of the best of the fish. 
Yarmouth had 
a charter conferred upon it on condition 
that it should send to these same 
Sheriffs annually a hundred herrings 
baked in flour and twenty pasties, the 
Sheriffs having to pass them on to the 
lord of the manor of East Charlton. 
Alnw ick freemen to this day , it is stated, 
enjoy the right of pasturing their cattle 
upon certain common lands on very 
whimsical conditions indeed. 
It is said 
that King John was once traveling by 
night in the tow'n on horseback, and, 
owing to the deplorable state of the 
roads, his majesty floundered into a 
pond. 
He was so incensed that ho 
made it a condition of the charter he 
granted to the town that every freeman 
should go through that pond. 
Accord­ 
ingly every inhabitant of Alnwick who 
l)roposes to take up his freedom must 
wade through this water and make the 
round of the common. 
This ceremony 
is performed— 
at all events, used to 
be performed—by several together, all 
moniitcd on horseback, 
dressed in 
white, and wearing swords by their 
side.s.

THE PREAPED HTDROFHOBIA.

Surgeon Major Pringla thua write» 
in a recent issue of the London 
La n cet: 
In 1860, when in medical charge of tho 
station of Cuttack, in Bengal, miiilo 
sitting at breakfast, and now and then 
giving my - little dogs, which were 
housi^ogs, something to eat, a little 
English terrier suddenly dashed across 
the room from one of the corners and 
seized my hand, jjutting a tooth nearly 
through one of my fingers, and having 
done this rushed out of the room. This 
little dog was the favorite of all, and 
I 
at once concluded that it must be mad 
to have done what it did, and, taking 
my knife out of my pocket, laid my 
finger open where the tooth had en* 
tered, and then, when the blood flowed, 
sucked the wound and apat out the 
blood. 
I also applied a ligature to the 
base of the finger and got some tepid 
water, and putting my hand into it 
made it bleed freely and continuously , 
and then when it had, as 
I thonglit, 
bled sufficiently , bound up the wouncL 
I did not kill the dog, but had it 
cairnht, by means of light bamboo sud­ 
denly and carefully dropped over his 
back, and, slipping his collar (w'ith two 
light but strong chains attached) over 
its neck, safely secured it, as I was 
naturally anxious for my ow n satisfac­ 
tion if possible to prove the dog was 
not mad. 
All was in vain; I kept the 
animal alive for three day s by dipping 
a sponge in strong soup and then pre­ 
senting it to the dog, who seized it, 
thus making him unintentionally swal­ 
low the amount which he squeezed out 
of the sponge by tho bite. Now, in 
this case there could not be a doubt 
that the dog was mad when it bit me, 
though, of course, it may be urged 
that perhaps there was not enough 
poisoned saliva to infect me, and every 
case of recovery is open to this ques­ 
tion. But judging from the appearance 
of the dog when caught, I am satisfied 
that the promptness and thoroughness 
Avith which I extracted the poison was 
the means of saving my life. 
The second case was the most serious 
of all, and occurred while 
I .ivas en­ 
camped in tho Government Botanical 
Gardens at Sahampur. 
The man was 
raking under a bush, when a jackal 
rushed at him and seized him by the 
cheek, and, inflicting a fearful wound, 
ran off into the gardens. The cry of 
“mad jackal” was raised, and the gar­ 
deners soon finished him, as he had ap­ 
parently laid down under the bush to 
die when disturbed by the rake, and 
was so weakened that he was soon run 
down and killed. 
When I saw' the 
animal there could be no doubt of this 
being a case of hy drophobia in the last 
stage, and w'hen tho man was bitten 
the poisoned saliva must have been in 
large quantities on the animal’s mouth 
and lips. My tents were 100 y ards dis­ 
tant, and the man was brought to me 
at once. 
The wound had a dreadful 
appearance, and it seemed hoxieless to 
think of removing all tho virus. 
There 
was, however, only one bite, which in­ 
cluded almost the entire cheek. 
I first 
of all washed the cheek and wound 
with tepid water, and then with a knife 
from my pocket-case made the parts 
bleed freely ’wherever the teeth had 
entered, and by means of a tumbler 
and a little spirits of wine extemimrized 
a cupping-glass. 
There was, however, 
a spot w'liere this mode of extraction 
could not be applied, and I felt nothing 
but the mouth could extract the jjoison 
here. Immediately the man was brought 
to my tent and I had seen him I asked 
if he had any relatives in the gardens, 
and on being told he had a brdther I 
sent for him at once. 
When he came, 
after examining his mouth and lips to 
see if they were free from conditions 
likely to favor absorption of the jioison, 
I jiointed out to him how he might 
hope to save his brother’s life, viz., 
by sucking out the poison in the x>art 
where I could not apjjly the extem­ 
porized cujipiug-glass. 
He at once put 
his mouth to tlie w ound and sucked it 
freely . 
When I thought he had re­ 
moved all the jioison I dressed the 
w ound in tho usual w'ay and it healed 
quickly . 
As a precaution, after each 
suction of tho wound and sjiitting out 
of the blood, I made the man thor­ 
oughly rinse his mouth with tepid 
water. I heard of both these men y ears 
after, and was told they neither of 
them ever suffered in the least, either 
from the bite or the suction of the 
w’ound. 
In this case I used neither 
caustic nor the cautery , as I felt that 
to be effectually applied they would 
almost certainly lead to the sloughing 
off of the cheek. 
The result of the 
suction proved that it was most suc­ 
cessful and simple. 
The Mistakes of Lifr. 
Somebody has condensed the mistakes 
of life, and arrived at the conclusion 
that there are fourteen of Uiem. Most 
people w ould say , if they told the truth, 
there was no limit to the mistakes of 
life; that they w’ere like the drops in.

It is a great mistake to set uj) our oivn 
standard of right and wrong, and judge 
people accordingly ; to measure the en­ 
joy ment of others by our ow'n; to ex­ 
pect uniformity of ojunion in this w orld f 
to look for judgment and exiierience in 
y outh; to endeavor to mold all disposi­ 
tions alike; not to y ield immaterial 
trifles; to look for perfection in our 
own actions; to w'orry ourselves and 
others with what cannot be remedied, 
and not to alleviate all that needs 
alleviation as far as lies in our power • 
not to make allowances for the inflrni' 
ities of others; to consider every thing 
hnxmssible that we cannot perform; to 
believe only what our finite minds can 
grasp; to expect to be able to under­ 
stand every thing.

Jo hn Bo y le O’Reilly ’» Career. 
Jo hn Bo y le O’Reilly , the po et and 
no v elist, was bo m in Do wth Castle, 
Ireland, and entered the English army , 
the KHh Hussars, Valentine Baker’s 
crack regiment, in his eighteenth y ear 
fo r the purpo se o f pro pagating Fenian- 
ism. 
Co l. Baker, o n hearing o f his 
arrest and co urt-martial, ex claimed: 
“ O’lieilly has ruined the best regiment 
in the British army .” O’Reilly was 
co ndemned to be sho t, but o n acco unt 
o f his y o uth, partly , tlie sentence was 
co mmuted to banishment to Western 
Australia. On the co nv io t ship O’Reilly 
started a paper called the Wild GooHe^ 
and edited it all tho way o ut fo r his 
bro ther co nv icts. 
Hav ing escaped fro m 
the bush, he started acro sH the Indian 
Ocean in a ro wbo at, witho ut a bite to 
eat o r a dro p to drink, and fo r three 
day s and nights had no t o nly to fight 
hunger and thirst but the sh^ks that 
charged o n his frail craft. Picked up 
bv a Yankee whaling-captain fro m New 
Bedfo rd, Olteillv ’s surrender was de­ 
manded by a British* sen captain at the 
Cape, So uth Atriea. 
The Y'ankee cap­ 
tain liid O’Reilly in his cabin, threw a 
grsidsto ne and O’Reilly ’s hat o v erbo ard, 
and then swo re that the Irish reliel liatl 
jumped into the water and co mmitted 
suicide. 
The British o fficers o n search, 
hav ing heard the “ plump,” believ ed the 
sto ry , and the Yankee captain gav e 
O’Reilly 10 0 guineas to sail to the United 
States. 
Bho rily after his arriv al in the 
United States O’Reilly rcfnnded the 
mo ney , and published his first v o lume 
o f po ems: “ So ngH fro m tho Bo iithern 
Beas,” dedicated to the Yankee whaling- 
captain, and the v o lume w as bro ught 
into his ro o m two ho urs after the cap-, 
tain had died fro m y ello w fev er in the 
West India Islands. 
On learning this 
Mr. O’Reilly wro te a graceful and 
pathetic article o n the o ld captain, en­ 
titled: “ A Tribute Paid To o Late.” — 
The Interior._____________

A D ay o f U luch Rejoicin g« » A Ilig F e a st 
M usic a n d D an cin g. 
Election d ay is celebrated with much re­ 
joicin g, just as it used to be l» efore European s 
came to America. The Span ish chron iclers 
tell us that it was then customary for those 
goin g out of office to giv e a ban quet to their 
successors, an d at the presen t time the au­ 
thorities of those v illages always spread a 
ban quet election d ay. The en tire repast is 
placed on the table at on ce, except the tor­ 
tillas. Fresh supplies of these are brought 
» teamin g hot to the table ev ery few min utes. 
On ly men take part in this feafct of the poli­ 
tician s an d boys wait on them. In the 
ev en ­ 
in g the hall is cloared for d an cin g; then the 
women an d girls appear. They ore d ressed 
with colored embroid ery an d hav e bright 
colored scarfs aroun d their should ers. Bulk 
seems to be their id ea of elegan ce, for each 
has sev eral v ery full skirts, all stiffly starched . 
Their gold orn amen ts, earrin gs, n ecklaces 
an d fin ger rin gs are v ery n umerous-mad e 
from ore foun d in their n ativ e soil. Some of 
the girls are beautiful, though all are short 
in stature like the men . 
The musical in strumen t most used by these 
people is the marimba, played after the man ­ 
n er of a d ulcimer, but mad e of wood an d 
pieces of hid e. The ton « of the marimba 
are plain tiv e, sweet an d melod ious. It can 
be heard at a lon g d istan ce in the still n ight 
air. 
The women sit aroun d the room, but the 
men stan d in groups. 
When the d an cin g is 
to commen ce on e of them on ly ad v an ces to 
the mid d le of the floor an d n od s to the woman 
he d esires for a partn er. She leav es her seat 
an d goes to face him, stan d in g a few feet off. 
They perform a jig, hard ly mov in g their bod ­ 
ies, though the steps are v aried an d rapid ; 
occasion ally they exchan ge places, but n ev er 
clasp han d s. Without ev en lookin g at her 
partn er, the woman return s to her seat when 
the fan cy takes her, an d he, without chan g­ 
in g his position , in v ites some on e else by a 
n od , for he is expected to remain on foot till 
the music ceases. Then an other takes his 
place; so d an cin g is kept up till mid n ight, 
all con d uctin g themselv es with the greatest 
d ecorum, but merry peals of laughter are 
heard n ow an d again , an d ev ery on e seems 
perfectly happy, chattin g gayly as they wen d 
their way homeward in the soft moon light.— 
Cor. Home Journ al.

On they wen t, per ped es apostolorum, un til 
they reached , on their way, Ljun g-by (by 
mean s v illage), where there was held a small 
fair, an d where the youn g v iolin ist accom­ 
pan ied her own v oice in the few » Swed ish 
n ation al son gs she then had beard an d re­ 
tain ed in her precocious memory.

When the ad mirin g crowd assem­ 
bled it attracted the atten tion of Mr. Tor* 
n erlijeiin , the prov in cial jud ge, who tried tc 
fin d out, as ev ery on e of us would , what was 
the matter. Well, fortun ately for the great 
sin ger, the jud ge, a man ov er six feet high, 
looked ov er the should ers of the people at the 
little girl who formed the cen ter of attrac­ 
tion ; an d then he saw an d heard , ov er an d 
abov e the scrapin g of the little fid d le, what 
he thought the sweetest an d most en chan tin g 
timbre of v oice he had ev er heard before. 
A highly ed ucated man , an d accustomed to 
read in the physiogn omy of the people who 
were brought before him their character an d 
probable capabilities, he spoke first to the 
boy, then to the little girl, an d there an d then 
laid the foun d ation of the great prima d on n a 
fortun e by th§ presen t of un told wealth—a 
sixpen ce. Christin e, alread y frighten ed with 
the respon sibility of carryin g her Ljun g-by 
fun d s, sud d en ly grown rich beyon d her ex 
pectation s, with great firmn ess in sisted on 
their immed iate return to the on ly place 
where so much mon ey could safely be in 
v ested or d eposited —their father's hut.

You can see in on e of Christin e’s great 
salon s the little skirt, which d id n ot d escen d 
to the an kle, the toilet d ejour of her first con ­ 
cert, min us the least bit of shoes or stock 
in gs; an d the cherished portrait of two bon s 
pay san s Sued os—father an d mother—in 
rich gold frame, which cost more than a lon g 
series of con certs at that time could hav e 
brought her. 
Although n ot quite so rich as she became 
hereafter, she return ed with the first mon ey 
earn ed with her first success in public to her 
father, who saw, real an d aliv e, n in e an d on e- 
half pen ce, the prod uct of two con certs, in 
his d aughter’s little han d . Stran ge as it may 
appear, the great success an d the great fin an ­ 
cial result remain ed for a few d ays without 
an y further con sequen ces; when , just as 
secon d artistic journ ey was con templated , the 
abov e-men tion ed jud ge, who n aturally had 
had some d ifficulty in un earthin g the where­ 
abouts of his small prima d on n a, came 
straight upon her father an d asked him 
would he aliow his hon or the prov in cial 
jud ge to take temporary possession of the 
youn gest child , an d if she were foun d to be so 
in telligen t an d gifted as she was supposed to 
I10 Siv © her the ed ucation which would 
perhaps make the n ame of little Christin e 
somewhat better kn owi> 
The father referred 
him to the mother, as ev ery well bred father 
will, an d the mother, with that abn egation 
that makes of motherly lov e the on ly reli­ 
able, n ev er-to-bo-foun d -wan tin g lov e in the 
world , in stan tly con sen ted to separate her 
self from her child —a youn gest child to boot 
—so lon g as that sacrifice could d o the child 
an y good . This little prelimin ary arran ged , 
the first importan t step in Christin e s life was
